Dr. Calvin Flint, MPC presi- 
dent, recently released a 
breakdown of the $122,000 fig- 
ure slated for construction 
which will begin sometime in 
November. 


Dr. Calvin Flint 
On Committee 


Dr. Calvin C. Flint, MPC presi- 
lent, was recently appointed, Cali- 
fornia junior college representative 
to the State Technical Advisory 
Committee in the field of higher 
education. He will replace the late 
Paul Mohr. 

The committee serves to decide 
how the state should operate the 
program of higher education. Rep- 
resentatives are from the Univer- 
sity of California, the state col- 
leges, and the California State De- 
partment of Education. 

Dr. Flint will work closely with 
Dr. Robert Sproul, president of 
the University of California, and 
Dr. Roy Simpson, state superin- 
tendent of public instruction. The 

Dr. Flint met with the group for 
the first time last Monday.

Dr. Flint stated in an inter- 
view this week that plans for 
the proposed buildings are 
now in Sacramento _ being 
checked by the State School 
House Planning Division and 
the State Architects Office. 


The plans will be returned from 
there to the Monterey School 
Board, for concurrence. The board 
will then give the go-ahead on re- 
quest for bids. 

The breakdown is as follows; 
Storeroom for the Armory, $2,000; 
Counseling and Records building, 
$75,000; two classrooms and five 
offices for the business® building, 
$25,000; architects fee, $8,000; con- 
tingency, $11,000. The contingency 
is included to take care of the rise 
in building costs. 

This construction is the first of 
a series of proposed building proj- 
ects to expand the college for fu- 
ture years. A master plan has been 
drawn up, and work is now in 
progress to provide financing for 
the long term project. 

Dr. Flint also stated that he 
isn’t planning on using the build- 
ing during the 1956-57 school year. 
He said the contractor will have 
approximately eight months. to 
finish the construction; The present 
administration building will be 
used to relieve the congested situa- 
tion in the library upon completion 
of the new buildings. | 

Funds for the construction were 
alocated from last year’s budget, 
and not from the over-ride tax, as 
stated last week. The over-ride will 
not be voted upon until next Feb- 
ruary.
